Claims 1-20 have been canceled. 



Claim Objections 



Claims 38-40 are objected to under 37 CFR 1.75(c), as being of improper dependent form 
for failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. Applicant is required to cancel 
the claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) in proper dependent form, or rewrite the 
claim(s) in independent form. Specifically, claim 38 depends from itself. 



The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 38-40 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claim 38 is indefinite since it depends from itself.

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless -

Claims 21-40 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Leismer et ah 
Note Figs. 1 A-1C, 8B and 9B of Leismer et ah
